A PLEA FOR IMMEDIATE ACTION 


Punxsutawney, Pa., December 19, 1024.

of Central Pennsylvania. 


Gentlemen: 


The members of the Punxsutawney Business Men's Association, individu- 


ally and as an association, have, over a period of a great many years, en- 
deavored to promote the welfare of Punxsutawney as a community. Punxsu- 
tawney's growth has boen a substantial one and we as an association take 
due pride in the part we have played in bringing- about that growth. 


We realize, however, that largely tho growth and development of this 


community has been due to the coal mining industry in'and around •Punxsu- 
tawney. When the coal mining industry prospers, so prospers' in due propor- 
tion Punxsutawney. A .depression in the industry'which.you • represent, 
brings tc- Puxsutawney a lassitude in business of almost like proportion. In 
the -years past we have had many rises and many falls of business. They 
invariably-have-becA.a reflection ofjthe-condition'of theioal1 Isjdoirtry. • 


-. <'Therefore,'since \vc nre in a1 "great? measure ^dependent upon the'coal in- 
dustry for prosperous economic conditions here, our memberaffiave read with 
very great interest the correspondence of \he past several months between 
the miners and the operators as carried on in the press1. Our interest in the 
situation must be manifest to you. 


We recognize also that the statements by your respective associations 


are predicated, in part, at least, upon the 'fact that you meet each othar in 
opposition many times and upon many questions. We have read your state- 
ments with this in mind. As business men will you allow us to state our 
conclusions as gathered from the statements published by each of you? 
It 


appears to us that there is agreement upon certain facts and that certain 
other propositions are in controversy. 


You apparently agree that: 
First—The production of coal in Central Pennsylvania is constantly di- 


minishing as compared with the total production in the United States and 
that this district is becoming steadily a leas important factor in the industrial 
and economic life of the nation. 


Second—There is an over-development to some extent of thc bituminous 


coal industry. 


Third—There is a very large tonnage of non-union mined coal available 


to the same, markets as Central Pennsylvania coal, being mined at a produc- 
tion cost less than it can be mined in this district under the union wage scale. 


Fourth—In this district unemployment is widespread and great distress 


is prevalent among a large number of people, not only among the miners and 
their families but among thousands of others dependent upon the coal min- 
ing industry. 


Controversy arises on propositions that to us as laymen seem adjustable. 
The operators contend: 


, , First—That the union mines arc unable to compete because of cost of 
production and that the overdevelopment in thc mining industry to be elim- 
inated'will, of course, be the higher coat mines, regardless of their efficiency 
or quality of coal, or right to live, and id this case'will be the union mines. 


Second—That the three-year Jacksonville Agreement will not cure the 


disease of over-development under which the bituminous coal mining Industry 
is suffering, because non-union mines will continue to be developed in those 
fields that are operating non-union until the need for all union mines is 
wiped out. 
. 


Third—That a proper readjustment of wage schedules will permit Cen- 


tral Pennsylvania to again take her proper place as a producer of coal in 
this country, bringing more work to the miners, more business to the oper- 
ators, additional prosperity to the people of Central Pennsylvania generally. 


Fourth—That such proper readjustment, taking into consideration the 


quality of coal produced and the geographical location of our district, will 
permit Central Pennsylvania to pay a wage sufficient to maintain the high 
American standard of living for the workers. 
| 


The miners contend: 
First—That the Jacksonville Agreement and its policy is a sound one 


and that a reduction of'wages would'be followed by still further wage re- 
ductions in this field and like reductions in non-union fields to meet com- 
petitive conditions. '- 


Second—That over-development in the mining industry will be wiped 


out by the operation of the Jacksonville Agreement and the industry stabil- 
ized by the elimination of the smaller mines. 


Third—That the operators simply hope to obtain a reduction in wage* so 


that when prosperity again visits this district they will reap more profit* 
than they would under the present wage agreement • 


To sustain their position the operators have submitted impnesive sta- 


tistics and arguments and-the miners offered a similar, strong array of fig- 
ures and arguments." 


The points at issue, involving as they do, the business, economic and so- 


cial problems incident to the production, sale and distribution of millions of 
tons of coal, and'the welfare of thousands of working men and theirjamilies, 
cannot be successfully;argued in the newspapers. That must be apparent to 
all parties concerned. . The facts are too many; the' argument*, pro and con, 
too voluminous for;publication, and much of it all beyond the comprehension 
of those not thoroughly^ familiar with the mining industry in this field. 


The operators .and miners of Central Pennsylvania have in the past ad- 


justed matters in controversy through joint conference. It is oar belief, as 
business-men, vitally interested"in your problems,'that the methods of the 
past are .decidedly applicable to the present issues. We believe that toe Op- 
erators^ Association and the' United Mine Workers .of America of District Nth 
2 sfiould meet in joint conference as speedily aa poeaibte and dcrafep, ia tha.
